Learning, practicing, and teaching 
hadith is a virtuous act that earns 
spiritual rewards. 


The Prophet said, "Whoever calls 
others to guidance will have a 
reward like the rewards of those 
who follow him, without their 
rewards being diminished in the 
least" (Muslim). 
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Accessibility for Everyone 


The idea of 40 hadith collections 
originates from a tradition where 
the Prophet (peace be upon him) 
reportedly said, "Whoever 
memorizes forty hadith concerning 
my Ummah's religion, Allah will 
resurrect him as a scholar of the 
religion" (weak hadith, but widely 
acted upon by scholars for its 
noble intent). 


Examples of Famous 40 Hadith 
Collections 


1. Imam Nawawi's 40 Hadith: 
Focuses on fundamental aspects 
of Islamic faith, ethics, and 
Jurisprudence. 


2. Ibn Rajab's Jami' al-Ulum wa al- 
Hikam: An expansion of Nawawi's 
collection with deep commentary.
